Particularly  outstanding  in  Forum's  program  of  activities  for  this  year  were 
the  four  day  debating  trip  into  Michigan  made  by  several  members  of  the  organiz- 
ation, and  the  formal  debate  with  a  team  of  women  from  Northwestern  University 
which  officially  closed  the  forensic  season  here  on  April  12.  The  contest  with 
Northwestern  was  unique  in  that  it  was  an  audience-decision  debate,  the  first  one 
of  the  kind  ever  participated  in  by  Rockford  students. 

Another  innovation  consisted  in  holding  debates  in  surrounding  communities 
which  evinced  a  desire  to  hear  the  war  debt  question  discussed. 

In  addition  to  staging  debates,  Forum  showed  its  interest  in  encouraging  good 
public  speaking  by  assisting  the  Rockford  chapter  of  the  American  Association 
of  University  Women  in  arranging  for  a  lecture  by  Stuart  Chase,  noted  economist.
